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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office action is in response to the amendment filed on October 18, 2010. 

2. Claims 17-32, 35, and 36 are pending. 

3. Claims 17, 18, 25-28, and 30 have been amended. 

4. Claims 1-16, 33, and 34 have been canceled. 

5. Claims 17-32, 35, and 36 are allowed, renumbered as 1-18. 

Examiner's Amendment 

6. An Examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this Examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview wdth 
Jong Lee (Reg. No. 36,197) on June 28, 2011. 

The application has been amended as follows: 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 
In the "Amendments to the Claims" (received on 10/18/2010), please amend Claims 17, 
18, and 30 as follows: 
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17. (Currently Amended) A method for remote programming of a device configured to be 
program-controlled, comprising: 

remotely transmitting program data from a control station via a long-distance connection 
to an interface connected to the device , wherein the program data include one or more check 
sums calculated from the program data : 

buffering the program data at the interface; 

checking the integrity of the program data by using the one or more check sums; 

if the program data is determined to be free of errors, remotely transmitting a 
legitimization from the control station to the interface, wherein the legitimization forming forms 
a security code associated with the device; 

assigning a validity period to the legitimization; 

forwarding the legitimization, unbuffered, to the device upon receiving the legitimization 
at the interface; 

checking, by the device, the legitimization for validit y, wherein the checking includes 
checking of the validity period of the legitimization ; and 

if the legitimization is determined to be valid, entering the program data [[in]] into a 
memory of the device. 

18. (Currently Amended) A method for remote programming of a device configured to be 
program-controlled, comprising: 
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remotely transmitting program data from a control station via a long-distance connection 
to an interface connected to the device , wherein the program data include one or more check 
sums calculated from the program data ; 

buffering the program data at the interface; 

checking the integrity of the program data by using the one or more check sums; 

if the program data is determined to be free of errors, remotely transmitting a 
legitimization from the control station to the interface , wherein the legitimization forms a 
security code associated with the device ; 

buffering the legitimization at the interface by storing the legitimization together with the 
program data; 

assigning a validity period to the legitimization; 

after the buffering of the legitimization, forwarding the legitimization to the device; 

checking, by the device, the legitimization for validity, wherein the checking includes 
checking of the validity period of the legitimization; and 

if the legitimization is determined to be valid, entering the program data [[in]] into a 
memory of the device. 

30. (Currently Amended) A system for remote programming of a device, comprising: 
an interface configured to receive program data and a legitimization from a control 

station, wherein the program data include one or more check sums calculated from the program 

data; and 
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the device is configured to be remotely programmed and program-controlled, wherein the 
device includes a processor and a program memory, wherein the device is operatively connected 
to the interface, [[and]] wherein the legitimization forms a security code associated with the 
device , wherein the legitimization is assigned a validity period, and wherein the device is further 
configured to check the validity period of the legitimization ; 

wherein the interface is further configured to: 
buffer the received program data; 

check the integrity of the received program data by using the one or more check 

sums; 

receive the legitimization from the control station if the received program data is 
determined to be free of errors; 

forward the received legitimization to the device without buffering, upon 
receiving the legitimization; and 

transmit the buffered program data to the device after a positive determination of 
validity of the received legitimization by the device.

Reasons for Allowance 
7. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fail to teach, in combination with the 
other claimed limitations, "checking the integrity of the program data by using the one or more 
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check sums; if the program data is determined to be free of errors, remotely transmitting a 
legitimization from the control station to the interface, wherein the legitimization forms a 
security code associated with the device; assigning a validity period to the legitimization; 
forwarding the legitimization, unbuffered, to the device upon receiving the legitimization at the 
interface; checking, by the device, the legitimization for validity, wherein the checking includes 
checking of the validity period of the legitimization" as recited in independent Claim 17; and 
further fail to teach, in combination with the other claimed limitations, similarly- worded 
limitations as recited in independent Claim 30; and further fail to teach, in combination with the 
other claimed limitations, "checking the integrity of the program data by using the one or more 
check sums; if the program data is determined to be free of errors, remotely transmitting a 
legitimization from the control station to the interface, wherein the legitimization forms a 
security code associated with the device; buffering the legitimization at the interface by storing 
the legitimization together with the program data; assigning a validity period to the 
legitimization; after the buffering of the legitimization, forwarding the legitimization to the 
device; checking, by the device, the legitimization for validity, wherein the checking includes 
checking of the validity period of the legitimization" as recited in independent Claim 18. 

The closest cited prior art, the combination of US 2002/0019877 (hereinafter "Wrede"), 
US 2002/0035429 (hereinafter "Banas"), and US 2002/0129043 (hereinafter "Nakada"), teaches 
loading or updating programs, between a data processing unit on the provider side, particularly a 
server, and a data processing unit on the user side, particularly a programmable control unit in a 
motor vehicle. However, the combination of Wrede, Banas, and Nakada fails to teach "checking 
the integrity of the program data by using the one or more check sums; if the program data is 
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determined to be free of errors, remotely transmitting a legitimization from the control station to 
the interface, wherein the legitimization forms a security code associated with the device; 
assigning a validity period to the legitimization; forwarding the legitimization, unbuffered, to the 
device upon receiving the legitimization at the interface; checking, by the device, the 
legitimization for validity, wherein the checking includes checking of the validity period of the 
legitimization" as recited in independent Claim 17; and further fails to teach similarly- worded 
limitations as recited in independent Claim 30; and further fails to teach "checking the integrity 
of the program data by using the one or more check sums; if the program data is determined to 
be free of errors, remotely transmitting a legitimization from the control station to the interface, 
wherein the legitimization forms a security code associated with the device; buffering the 
legitimization at the interface by storing the legitimization together with the program data; 
assigning a validity period to the legitimization; after the buffering of the legitimization, 
forwarding the legitimization to the device; checking, by the device, the legitimization for 
validity, wherein the checking includes checking of the validity period of the legitimization" as 
recited in independent Claim 18.
